June’s cost of living index rose by 
4.6 per cent., to stand at 779.3 points 
on the basis .of the 1976 average of 
loo. Prices have thus risen by .49.4 
per cent in the first six months of 
this year, and by 136 per cent in the 
past 12 months.' 

Releasing the index figures 
yesterday, the spokesman of the 
Central Bureau of Statistics ««»»h 
that June is marked by seasonal 
price drops. Thus, fruit and 
vegetable prices went down last 
month by 11.4- per cent. 

Calculated on an annu al basis, in- 
flation in the first half of the year 
was running at 125 per cent In the 
second quarter of the year the rate 
rose’ to 150 per cent, up from 95 per 
cent in its first three months of 1980. 

Food was the major cause of the 
rite in June's C-o-L, with costs dur- 
ing the month up by 9.2 per cent 
similar to May. In the past 12 
months, food prices have risen by 
182 per cent with the price of fruit 
and vegetables up by 184 per cent a 
far higher rise than the C-o-L index 
has shown in the same period. 

The Treasury spokesman yester- 
day said the June index rise was 
due in part to the influence of price 
adjustments in milk products, oil, 
meat, flour and water. The 
'spokesman also said the slow-down < 
in price rises stemmed from a 
seasonal drop in fruit and vegetable 
prices. The slow-down -points,' he 
said, .to a relaxation in local de- 
mand which follows from the 
Treasury’s insistence on adhering 
to a restrained budget and to its 
postponement of a number of pro- 
jects. ■ 

But. the Treasury nwi<>ifi con- 
tinued, pay .increments due in 
another fortnight are -likely to 
create renewed pressure on prices 


. . and thus the Treasury Intends to 
maintain its policy of budgetary 
restraint, to press ahead with in- 
creasing tax collection and to take

Costs, of apartment maintenance 
rose in June by 5.3 per cent; fur- 
niture and household equipment 
cost 6.1 per cent more; Clothing *nd 
footwear were up by 3 per cent; 
health costs rose by 3.9 per cent; 
education, culture and entertain- 
ment-cost 6 per. cent- more; and 
postal costs were up by 4JL per cent. 

The building inputs Index for 
housing went up B.S per cent in 
June, to stand at 1,085.8 points, 
from the base of 100 in April, 1975. 
Many apartment sales contracts 
are pegged to this index which, 
since the start of the year, gone 
np by 54 per cent 
The wholesale index for June was 
up 5.7 per cent, showing a BlJ per 
cent rise since the start of the year. 
The agricultural inputs Index rose 
12.4 per cent last month, with a rise 
of 58.8 per cent this year. 

Bureau of Statistics tmirmiAHrtrn* 
show that this week’s rise in the 
price of bread will hit the lowest 
tenth of the population harder thaTi 
others. Their food basket will cost 
1.8 per cent more because of the 
rise, while other sections of the pop- 
ulation will find their food costs up 
by 0.8 per cent. Bread price rises 
will have poorer people spending 
some IS40 per month more on food, 
compared to an extra IS 80 for 
others. 

Increased bread costs wfl] have 
their effect on the July and August 
indexes, which are expected to be 
higher than June's. These Indexes 
will follow payment of July salary 
increments which will influence 
both costs and demand, while the 
gove r nment itself will continue to 
print money.

Jerusalem Post Staff 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
in an unprecedented public stric- 
ture on President Anwar Sadat, ac- 
cused the Egyptian president of try- 
ing to drive & wedge between the 
people of Israel and ita govern- 
ment. The lengthy, stinging official 
statement, issued by the Prime 
Minister’s Office last night, was In 
reaction to remarks made by Sadat 
in a press interview. Sadat charged 
that the people of Israel wanted 
peace, but not so the Israel govern- 
ment. 

Begin advised Sadat to instruct 
the Egyptian delegation to stop 
raising proposals which con- 
travened the Camp David agree- 
ment. The premier said that Sadat 
need "not expect me to renounce 
my faith that Brets Israel is the 
land of my fathers." 

Sadat, in the interview with 
’Reader’s Digest," said an agree- 
ment could be reached on autonomy 
In a matter of hours if he and Begin 
issued joint political directives to 
their negotiating teams. 

He said he had asked Begin to join 


him in drafting joint directives but 
so far Begin "is not ready to reach 
an agreement with me on these 
directives." 

“The Israeli people want peace 
but the Israeli government does not 
want peace in earnest," Sadat said. 

"It is a question of the 
background of Begin," he said. 

“It seems be cannot pull himself 
together and put aside claims over 
Judea and Samaria, as he calls It In 
his language, because It is the land 
of his forefathers." 

He said he believed Palestinians 
and other Arabs would agree on 
Palestinian self-rule only If Begin 
renounced his claims over the West 
Bank and Gaza, 

On the question of Jerusalem, 
Sadat said he did not want the city 
divided again, but he wanted the 
rights of 800 million Moslems 
respected Just as they respected the 
rights of 20 million Jews.

Israel may move 
for Khaled’s 
extradition 

Pest Diplomatic Correspondent - 

Justice Minister Shmuel Tamir 
will consult with top Justice and 
foreign ministry officials today on 
whether to request from Denmark 
the extradition of Leila Khaled for 
her part in the attempted hijack of 
an El AI plane over London In 1970. 

If the decision is positive, Israel 
can ask for Khaled to be placed in 
temporary arrest immediately 
while the extradition procedure 
goes through. A request for tem- 
porary arrest can be sent by cable 
through Interpol and can be acted 
on without the need for additional 
documentation. 

Officials said last night there 
were several legal Issues to be con- 
sidered — especially the question of 
limitation. Under Israeli law, the 
crime of attempted murder has a 
20 -year limitation period, but 
Israeli legal experts were last night 
investigating the situation in 
Danish law.

The first round of the renew- 
ed negotiations on Palestinian 
autonomy^' ended In Cairo 
yesterday ofc a sour note, with 
Egypt and- Israel quarrelling 
publicly on Jerusalem and 
other controversial issues, and 
failing to produce a concrete 
agenda for talks on legal 
aspects. 

U.S. representatives intervened 
to head off bickering between 
Egypt's chief delegate to the legal 
committee talks. Minister of State 
for. Foreign Affairs Bntros Ghall. 
and his Israeli counterpart, Justice 
Minister Shmuel Tamir, at a tense 
press conference to mark the end of 
the session. 

Despite their differences, both 
men agreed that the negotiations 
must go on, and decided to 
reconvene on July 30 at ministerial 
levels in Alexendria. They said 
their meeting would be preceded by 
legal committee deliberations 
between experts on July 27, also in 
Alexandria. 

Returning from Cairo last night, 
Tamir said there had been move- 
ment forward and the talks have 
gathered new momentum. He said 
substantive discussion had taken 
place ' mainly - on the source of 
authority for the elected self- 


government council proposed for 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

A joint communique Issued in 
Cairo said the parties agreed on an 
incomplete agenda of three items 
concerning the powers of the pro- 
jected self-government authority in 
the territories, but failed to agree 
on other Items. It said the parties 
will try again to draw up a complete 
roster at future meetings. 

Yesterday's row began when 
Ghall told reporters that the Israeli 
negotiators in the legal committee 
refused to discuss Jerusalem. He 
claimed that the predominantly 
Arab eastern sector of the city is 
part of the West Bank. 

"Jerusalem in its entirety is the 
capital of Israel and an integral 
part of its sovereignty.” Tamir 
retorted. “Therefore, it is not a 
matter to be negotiated in the 
autonomy talks." 

At one point Tamir told Egypt it 
has no business talking about the 
status of Jerusalem, just as Israel 
has no business talking about Cairo. 

"We don't raise issues which 
should not be negotiated," Tamir 
said. "We don't raise the issue of 
the future of Sinai and, in all 
friendship, we don't touch on the 
issue of the capital of Egypt ...” 

U.S. delegate Herbert Hansell In- 
tervened to stop the squabble. He 
shared the rostrum with Tamir and 
Ghall. 


Fahd says Saudi Arabia 
still opposes Camp David

Saudi Arabia strong man Grown 
Prince Fahd yesterday spoke out 
against the Camp David peace ac-' 
cords anew and said he did not ex- 
pect Israeli policies to change even 
If a Labour government comes Into 
office. 

The Saudi leader made the state- 
ment in an Interview with Beirut’s 
leading newspaper, "An-Nahar.” 
His remarks came in sharp con- 
trast with Egyptian insinuations 
that Saudi Arabia has been signall- 
ing a drift towards supporting the 
Israel- Egyptian peace process. 


“Camp David has failed,” Fahd 
said, also claiming that a Labour 
government headed by Shimon 
Peres would be "even worse than 
the present government" of 
Premier Menahem Begin.

Ne'eman also ruled out the 
possibility that the Iraqis could use 
the reactor or the fuel for an energy 
plant, "because the reactor Is too 
small for that. 

"The only significance the reac- 
tor does have is military. There is 
no other use to which it' or the fuel 
' ban be put. The French have now in 
fact supplied the nuclear explosives 
for bombs which the Iraqis could 
build and have ready in even less 
than a year," he said. 

Ne'eman'said the 80 kilograms of 
highly enriched uranium wMcb the 
French sold the Iraqis can be im- 
mediately used for construction of 
some eight bombs, with no further 
processing. “In that case the Iraqis 
have no need to process the 
uranium through their French 
reactor. It might be that they would

the explosives. The building of the 
bomb proper is not so complicated 
a task." he said. 

The alternative of making a 
bomb from plutonium is also open 
to the Iraqis, according to 
Ne'eman. 

He said that the Iraqis have 
recently bought large quantities of 
non-enriched uranium from 
African states,, through French 
mediation. "The enriched uranium 
can be used to Irradiate the 
uranium in the peactor to breed 
plutonium. For this, chemical 
laboratory facilities are needed, 
which the Iraqis are getting from 
the Italians. They have also signed 
a nuclear cooperation agreement 
with Brazil, although we do not as 
yet know what that entails," 
Ne'eman added. 

“All the Iraqis now have to do is 
sit back and decide which sort of 
bomb they prefer. They have 
everything else at their finger-tips. 
They can have a bomb put together 
faster with the enriched uranium, 
but the plutonium will give them 
more bombs. Their French reactor 
can produce three to four plutonium 
bombs a year and. with foreign 
scientists, they can have a bomb 
ready in a year. These scientists 
can have a uranium bomb ready for 
use in from six months to a year.” 
Ne'eman warned. 


STOCKHOLM (UPI). — Swedish 
police said yesterday they had 
launched an Investigation Into 
reports that three people being held 
on arms-smuggling charges may 
have been put of a Palestinian- 
backed plot to kill Saudi Arabia's 
King Khaled. 

But they refused to confirm or 
deny they were Invest! gajting 
newspaper reports that the same 
people had been part of a plot 
against Israel. 

Israeli afternoon newspapers 
yesterday said the people were in- 
volved in a plot to seize a 
Copenhagen hotel and kidnap and 
kill an El Al flight crew. 

An El Al spokesman In Tel Aviv 


said the airline had no information 
about the rumours. 

The "Exgressen" newspaper in 
Stockholm =sald the same people 
were part of a plan to assassinate 
King Khaled of Saudi Arabia during 
his visit to West Germany on June 
16-19. 

Both reports said the people had 
been trained in the Middle East by 
Palestinian terror groups. 

The three, two men and a women, 
were arrested on June 20 when they 
tried to enter the country from Den- 
mark' at the southwest port city of 
Helsingborg with a cache of arms. 
All three are Swedish citizens, but 
the two men are of Palestinian 
origin, "Expressen" said.

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7 Gazans held in plot 
to assassinate Sharon

. The security authorities have 
arrrsted seven inhabitants of the 
Gazn Strip, allegedly members of a 
Pnlcstininn terror group who had 
planned to assassinate Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon. The arrests^ 
were made several weeks ago, the' 
army spokesman said yesterday. 

Apparently one of the seven — nil 
members of the Popular Front Tor 
the Liberation of Palestine — had 
worked as a labourer on Sharon's 
private farm and was the 
ringleader. 

Security sources in Jerusalem 
last night told The Post that too 
much importance should not be at- 
tached to the incident, which did not 
necessarily indicate a new trend in 
terrorist activity. It is believed that 
the initiative was a local one, and 
that the would-be assassins were 


far from well organized or well 
trained. 

News or the arrests, though 
generally known, was withheld, by 
the security authorities until ail 
members of the gang had been 
rounded up. 

But according to another version 
related by security sources, the 
PFLP had ‘planted' one of Its 
operatives on the Sharon farm over 
a year ago with the intention of 
organizing the minister's 
assassination. 

The official announcement by the 
army spokesman last night, 
however, states that one of the 
seven had worked for Sharon "for a 
short period of time.” The an- 
nouncement added that in- 
vestigations were continuing. 

In Beirut, the Arab Liberation 
Front claimed responsibility 
yesterday for the assassination plot 
against Sharon. 


High Court rejects petition 
of Negev Beduin Lagiya

The High Court of Justice yester- 
day confirmed the expropriation of 
land for the construction of the Be- 
duin settlement of Lagiya in the 
northern Negev and dismissed a 
petition by local Beduin who had op- 
posed the expropriation. 

Justices Moshe Landau, Meir 
Sham gar and Aharon Barak found 
that, contrary to the Beduins' 
claims, the government had acted 
in good faith to promote a public In- 
tcreirt. 

Yesterday's ruling brings to an 
end a legal wrangle that was 
widely publicized and during which 
the government was at one stage 
severely rebuked by the court for 
failing to honour an Interim injunc- 
tion halting any work on the dis- 
puted land. Yesterday several 
senior government officials who 
were tried before a disciplinary 
tribunal for their alleged role In 
authorizing the work despite the 
court order were acquitted after the 
tribunal accepted that they had 
acted in good faith, i Story — page 
3i. 

In 1975. the finance minister 
issued an expropriation order for 3,- 
185 dunams of land owned by Negev 
Beduin. The land was intended for 


the construction of the town of 
Lagiya. The town, northeast of 
Rocrshcba. was intended as part of 
the resettlement programme for 
the Beduin. In particular for tbe el- 
Assad and el-Sana'a tribes. 

Members of the el- Assad and Abu 
Karen clans, who own 180 dunams 
of the land covered by the ex- 
propriation orders, petitioned the 
court in 1979, alleging that the 
government was not acting in good 
faith nnd that much of the land was 
under cultivation. 

Justice Shamgar who wrote the 
opinion, was very critical of the 
way the plaintiffs' counsel, 
Bcersheba lawyer Gideon Pener, 
had conducted the case. He noted 
that the facts brought before the 
court did not justify in any way the 
extreme tone of Pener's 
arguments. 

The court accepted that serious 
consideration must be given to the 
expropriation of agricultural land. 
The Judges even took the unusual 
step of visiting the contested area. 

The judges were convinced that 
much of the proposed building 
would be on uncultivated hillsides 
and asked the government planners 
to limit the amount of construction 
on arable land as far as possible. 


Alignment 
government

The Alignment faction decided 
yesterday to vote against the 
Government's proposed anti-terror 
law by 14 to one, with seven absten- 
tions. 

Only Amos Hadar, on the Labour 
party's extreme right wing, sup- 
ported the legislation. The seven 
who abstained in the faction vote in- 
tend either to abstain or to absent 
themselves when the law comes up 
in the plenum in the next few days. 

The critics of the law all attacked 
the provisions that made "iden- 
tification" and "sympathy" with 
terrorism a criminal offence. They 
agreed that punishment should be 
provided only far deeds, not for 
words or opinions. 

Abba Eban said that not one 
democratic country in the world 
used the term "sympathy" in 
criminal legislation. Existing laws

here are so encyclopaedic as to 
cover every eventuality of terrorist 
conduct far better than the Likud 
law, he said. 

Shimon Peres said that the anti- 
terror law, like the proposal to In- 
troduce the death penalty for 
heinous terror crimes, gave Israel 
an extremist Image internationally 
and did nothing to further the real 
battle agaiost Arab terrorism. 
"Let's not jump* onto the 
bandwagon of Likud hysteria," he 


Yosef Sarid said that the law was 
the result of a request made to 
Prime Minister Menahera Begin by 
extremist right-wing students after 
they had won a student union elec- 
tion.

Gov’t must give reasons for 
keeping Abu Dis college shut 


' Jerusalem Pest Reporter 
The defence minister and the 
military government In Judea and 
Samaria have been given 30 days to 
show cause why they should not 
permit the establishment of a 
college of science at the Abu Dis 
high school east of Jerusalem. 

The High Court of Justice yester- 
day issued an interim injunction to 
this effect after hearing a petition 
from the Arab- Jordanian Institute 
which decided in July last year to 
upgrade the present high school to a 
college of science. 

The petitioners' claim that about 
a month after the beginning of the 
academic year the military govern- 
ment ordered the college closed. 
The government said that the 


school was unnecessary because 
there are four colleges already 
operating in the West Sank. The 
petitioners allege that the military 
government's decision is arbitrary 
and is really based on Irrelevant 
political reasons. 

Government authorities say stu- 
dent protests at the school may 
block the nearby Jerusalem- 
Jericho road. 

Elsas Khoury. who Is represen- 
ting the institute, dismissed the 
military government's contention 
that there are enough institutes of 
higher learning in the area. He said 
that the fact was that many 
students had to leave the country to 
continue their studies because of 
lack of facilities here. 


IOC protests Moscow visa refusals

TEL AVIV. — The Israel Olympic 
Committee has protested to the 
International Olympic Committee 
at the Soviet refusal to grant Israeli 
sports officials entry visas in order 
to attend congresses being held ir. 
Moscow starting this week. 

Israel Is the only country refused 
visas among those who boycotted 
the Olympic Games in Moscow, 
IOC chairman Yitzhak Ofek said on 
Monday. 

Israel has approached all inter- 
national sports bodies meeting in 


Moscow, asking them not to adopt 
derisions affecting Israel In the 
absence of Israeli officials. 

Fourteen congresses in all will be 
held in Moscow, and Ofek hoped 
that the Olympic Games Organiz- 
ing Committee would still persuade 
the Soviet authorities to Issue visas 
to Shmuel Laikin and Moshe Resh 
cf the Israel Sports Federation. 
However. Eliahu Amlel, of the 
Israel Basketball Association, 
would not travel to Moscow as the 
FiBA 'International Basketball 
Federation) congress was already 
on this week. 


Marciano threatens to bolt from Sheli

Shell's newest MK, Sa'adla Mar- 
ciano, told reporters yesterday he 
would quit Shell within a fortnight If 
he did not get his half of the party 
financing funds paid monthly from 
state coffers. 

Meir Pa’U, who gave up bis 
Knesset seat to Marciano two 
months ago under the party’s 
system of rotation, had harsh words 
for Marciano, who appeared on the 
brink of splitting the two-man par- 
ty- 

Pa'il said yesterday he had been 
reluctant to let Marciano, whom he 
termed "a political prostitute," 
have the Knesset seat precisely 
"because I suspected that he would 
do just what he now says he might 
— that he would abandon Shell and 
align himself with Rakah's Charlie 
Biton or someone else." 


Marciano said If he quit Shell he 
would still keep the Knesset seat, 
which he Is due to surrender In 
February under the Shell rotation 
agreement. 

Marciano also confirmed that he 
and several social activist 
organizations are discussing for- 
mation of a new political party. The 
previously secret contacts emerged 
yesterday after Marciano levelled 
his charges. 

Marciano and activists from at 
least two Jerusalem slum quarter 
organizations met last night at the 
Knesset to discuss the formulation 
of what Is so far being called a 
"front" for united political action 
on domestic issues. 

Expected to join them today are 
two senior politicians from Klryat 
Shmona — Ylsrael Bar-Ilan, the 
head of Labour’s office In the 


northern development town, and 
Sami Malul, the Herut bass In the 
town. 

Sources close to the new front 
said that Marciano warned the 
Shell executive yesterday that he 
would puil out of the leftist bloc. He 
charged that an estimated IS 10. 000 
promised him for political activity 
in slum quarters and development 
towns has not been handed over. 

Expected to immediately Join the 
new front is Ohel. the Jerusalem- 
based self-help organization that 
mndc headlines last month with its 
squatters' Ohel Moreh tent city.

Budget cuts bite into 
IAF training flights

Aa a result of the latest round of 
budget cuts, Israel Air Force pilots 
are flying less than their European 
and American — and often Arab — 
counterparts, according to IAF 
chief, Aluf David IvrL 
At a meeting with military cor- 
respondents in Tel Aviv yesterday 
on the occasion of Air Force Day 
I celebrations of which have been 
cancelled tor budgetary reasons), 
Ivri said that flight training hours 
have been cut along with other 
economy measures. Because of the 
cuts, he said, the actual fighting 
capability of the air force might be 
affected. 

He also revealed that the air 
force will be purchasing fewer F-18 
fighters than had been decided 
after long and arduous negotiations 
with the government. The air force 
would have to extend the lives of Its 
Phantoms and other aircraft for as 
long as possible, he said. 

While the programme for the 
Israeli-made La vie fighter had not 
been affected by the budgetary 
cuts, he said that it had become 
very difficult to embark on any 
cohesive long-range planning in the 
light of day-by-day changes in the 
country’s fiscal policy. 

While Israel faced growing 
restrictions In training and building 
up Its deterrent forces, he said, the 
Arab confrontation states were go- 
ing through a period of un- 
precedented growth of their air 
fighting capabilities. The Syrians 
today possessed three times more 


anti-aircraft missiles than in 1973, 
and also have Mlg 25s, the most 
sophisticated Soviet aircraft 
operating outside the Soviet Union. 

Jordan and Iraq had both un- 
dergone qualitative revolutions in 
thpir early-warning and electronic 
capabilities, and most of the 14 ad- 
vanced Hawk anti-aircraft missile 
batteries purchased by Jordan 
were already operational, he 
reported. Iraq had alao deployed 
Mig-23 planes at the H-3 airfield on 
the Jordanian border, clearly for 
possible use against Israel. 

The Jordanian air force, which he 
termed highly competent, had, in 
addition to upgrading its anti- 
aircraft defences and electronic 
capability, recently completed 
building three new airfields. Two of 
these, Azrak and Jafer, situated op- 
posite the Dead Sea and Bin Yajiav 
respectively, were almost 
operational. 

Ivri revealed that the Israel Air 
Farce had had a busy operational 
year and that a recently established 
special unit had conducted 405 
rescue operations during 1979/80. 
Members of this unit, he said, were 
highly trained in such diverse roles 
as mountain climbing and scuba 
diving, and often took great risks In 
carrying out their duties. 

He recalled the successful 
dogfights against the Syrians last 
September, when eight Syrian air- 
craft were destroyed for no Israeli 
losses, and added that this was only 
part of the ongoing operational ac- 
tivity of the Air Force over the past 
year. 


Supreme Court sets aside 
husband’s anti-abortion order 


The Supreme Court yesterday 
allowed the appeal of a pregnant 
woman whose husband obtained an 
earlier order from a lower court, 
forbidding her to undergo an abor- 
tion. An authorized Health iMUnlstry 
committee had previously agreed 
to the woman's request for an abor- 
tion. 

The bench, composed of Justices 
Meir Shaingar. Hadassa Ben-Ito 
and Menahem Eton, delivered a 
majority decision setting aside the 
husband's temporary order, and 
said they would publish separate 
judgments. But they stressed they 
were not pronouncing on the ques- 
tion of terminating the woman's 
pregnancy at this stage. This would 
again have to be decided by the 
duly authorized body. 

The couple involved were 
married in 1975 and have one 
daughter. Their marriage was not a 
happy one, and disputes occurred 
frequently. In the course of the 
most recent argument the husband 
hit his wife, and she decided to have 
her pregnancy terminated. She 
applied to the relevant legal body, 
the committee on termination of 
pregnancies in her area, and 
received permission to go ahead 


with the abortion. 

But her husband then applied to 
the District Court for an order for- 
bidding hla wife from ending the 
pregnancy, claiming she had 
already had one abortion In the past 
and he was concerned over the 
family’s future, because he and his 
wife are no longer young. 

The District Court judge ruled for 
the husband, granting a temporary 
injunction forbidding an abortion. 
He reasoned that the principle that 
life is sacred la not limited to 
human beings already alive, and 
though an embryo does not possess 
legal rights while it is in the womb, 
this does not imply that It can be 
denied Its Interest in being born and 
conducting Its life. 

In her appeal to the Supreme 
Court, the wife contended that the 
embryo and its presumed rights are 
not even mentioned in’ the law on 
abortions, which makes the woman 
solely qualified to request a ter- 
mination of her pregnancy. She also 
claimed ’that the law gives the hus- 
band no status before the abortions 
committee. 

The justices allowed her appeal 
and ordered the husband's tem- 
porary Injunction cancelled. 


MK’s dispute house-arrests 


Deputy Defence Minister 
Mordechal Ziporl yesterday said 
that the university students who 
have been confined to their homes 
by military order had played a 
decisive role to the worsening of 
relations between Jews and Arabs. 

He was replying to a motion for 
the agenda by Meir Vllner (Com- 
munists), who called for the 
cancellation of the house-arrest 
orders. Vllner said these were 
designed to throttle the legitimate 
public activity of the Arab populace 
in cooperation with the Jewish 
democratic forces opposed to 


national discrimination. 

Ziporl said that the students con- 
fined to their homes rejected 
Israel's right to exist and were 
striving to establish a Palestinian 
state in place of the State of Israel 
and on its ruins. 

Geula Cohen (Tehlya) charged 
that Ibrahim Nasser, a lawyer, 
registered this year at the Hebrew 
University tor one hour a week of 
French studies in order to be eligi- 
ble to serve as chairman of the 
Arab Students Union, which 
represents the radical Village Sons 
movement.

Knesset c’tee to U.S.: 
reconsider Arab arms

The Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee yesterday 
appealed to the U.S. administration, 
the Congress and the American peo- 
ple to reconsider the negative 
effects of large-scale American 
arms sales to the Arab states.

Large-scale American arms 
supplies to the Arab states could 
change the balance of forces to the 
Middle East to Israel's detriment. 
These supplies are not calculated to 
advance the peace process, but to 
prolong the duration of the dispute 
and intensity It, the committee said. 

Today's Committee session may 


discus's the French supply of 
uranium and nuclear know-how to 
Iraq. 

Menahem Savidor (Likud), chair- 
man of the Israel-France 
Parliamentary friendship Associa- 
tion. yesterday cabled counterparts 
in tbe French Senate and Chamber 
of Deputies, asking them to foil the 
French plan to help Baghdad 
achieve nuclear capabilities.

An amendment to the Citizenship 
Law now being prepared for its se- 
cond reading by the Knesset 
Interior Committee will apparently 
contain a new paragraph enabling- 
anybody anywhere in tbe world to 
apply to the interior minister tor 
Israeli citizenship on the grounds 
1 that he made a substantial con- 
tribution to the state In one of a 
number of fields. 

In the Interior Committee, chair- * 
man Shlomo Hillel Initiated a 
proposal to enable Golan Heights 
Druse to request citizenship, then 
compromised with a number of Ms 
Likud and NRP colleagues, to get a 
majority, by specifying that re- 
quests could be submitted by 
anybody “In an area controlled by 
the IDF." • 

Just when Hillel's majority was 
assured, Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg stepped In. He summoned 
coalition leaders and told them that 
the use of the phrase "an area con- 
trolled by the IDF" could be ex- 


ploited by critics abroad to accuse 


Israel of annexing the Golan -by the 
device of granting citizenship to 
Golan residents. He also said this 
might create confusion one day 
with regard to Judea and Samaria. 

He said the same result — the op- 
tion of citizenship for the Golan 
Druse — could be obtained without 
specifying the type of area in which 
the applicant resided. 

As a result, the LUnid and the 
NRP have been compelled by the 
coalition whip to abandon Hillel's 
version, tor the wider version ad- 
vanced by Burg.

Police evacuate Hadar Yosef squatters

TEL AVIV. — A force of ISO 
policemen and Border Police 
yesterday dragged some 100 
screaming families out of an empty 
building in the Hqdar Yosef quarter 
here. 

Some of the squatters returned to 
the site last night, threatening to 
reoccupy the building, but were 
kept out by police. 

Five family heads, who had 
squatted in tbe building since eaity 
morning, were arrested and will be 
brought to the Tel Aviv Magistrates 
Court today for remand. 

At 4 a.m. yesterday the families 
invaded an eight-storey building on 
Rehov Shalom Ascfa In Hadar 
Yosef, breaking the apartment 


doors to get in. The squatters, 
residents of Neve Eliezer and near- 
by slum quarters, said that they 
would not move out until their hous- 
ing problems are solved. 

* Tel Aviv police district com- 
mander Nltzav Moshe Tlomkln 
began to negotiate with the 
families. But they refused to clear 
the area peacefully. The squatters’ 
committee members, who came out 
of the Halamish-owned building, 
demanded that TIomkin arrange a 
meeting between them and Housing 
Minister David Levy. 

Tlomkln contacted the minister 
and Tel Aviv Mayor Shlomo Lahat, 
who said the squatters should be 
evacuated by force if necessary. 

At 10:30 a.m. the Joint force of 
police and Border Police moved 
Into the building and began dragg- 
ing the squatters out.

Like Egypt, the Omanis allowed 
the U.S. to use one of their bases to 
refuel planes returning from the 
abortive attempt to rescue the 
hostages in Teheran earlier this 
year. 

The Chinese People’s Republic 
appeared to be the only communist 
delegation remaining during Mrs. 
Sadat’s speech. A Chinese 
spokesman explained that China 
supported the PLO but did not 
regard a protest here necessary. 

While she was speaking, Sadat’s 
aides were busily deleting from 
mimeographed copies of her speech 
a line which predicted that Egypt 
would succeaafully win for 
Palestinians the right to self- 
determination "with the coopera- 
tion of the U.S. and IsraeL" But the 
Egyptian president's wife later 
departed from her written text to 
say Egypt would help establish a 
just and comprehensive peace for 
all nations of the area, "including 
the nation of Israel." 

After the speech, conference 
president Lucill.e Malr from 
Jamaica, chided the Arab 
boy cotters tor walking out and per- 
sonally apologized to Jehan Sadat 
for their behaviour. 

Mrs. Sadat met on Monday with 


Hava Haxeli, Israel Ambassador to 
Norway and head of the Israeli 
delegation to this conference. 

The Israeli delegation on Tuesday 
night met with the delegates of ma- 
jor Jewish women’s organizations 
from the U.S., to discuss the grow- 
ing danger of a new anti-Zionist 
declaration emanating from the c 
conference. 

U.S. Ambassador Donald 
McHenry, chief American delegate 
to the UN and leader of the U.S. 
delegation, told a news conference 
that he feared “the question of the 
Palestinians will be debated ad 
nauseam at this conference.

GAZA (Itim). — Nine people found 
guilty of attacking IDF troops sent 
to evacuate settlers from Neot 
Sinai's vegetable fields last year 
were sentenced yesterday by a 
military court here. Only one. Am- 
□on Uzlyahu. of Moahav Ugda, was 
sent to jail — for a month and a 
half. 

The eight others were fined sums 
of between IS600 and 13300 and 
given suspended sentences. 

The trial followed a day of 
violence on May 24, 1979, when the 
settlement's vegetable fields were 
evacuated prior, to being turned 
over to Egypt within the framework 
of the Camp David peace agree- 
ment. 

Handing down sentence, the 
military court noted that “this was 
not a normal criminal case.'* It 
dealt, instead, with events that had 


occurred as a “result of special cir- 
cumstances.'' 

“This court cannot ignore the 
work of the Yamlt area settlers who 
have turned an arid desert into a 
flourishing region, who came to the 
area to set up a living barrier 
between Sinai and (Gaza) Strip, 
said the presiding IDF judge. 

The sentences handed down 
yesterday were lighter than those 
meted out to nine others a month 
ago. But the earlier jail terms are 
still under review, after an appeal 
that they be converted to suspended 
jail terms. 

The lightness of yesterday’s 
sentences was explained by the 
court as due to the time lag since 
the events and to the ideological 
commitments which had brought 
the accused to Neot Sinai, although 
this was not their settlement. 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — The owners of 18 kiosks 
in the Taipiot open market — 
allegedly built illegally and torn 
down by police on Sunday night — 
held an . almost two-hour 

demonstration in the market 
yesterday, disrupting traffic and 
shopping in the area.

Zamir found that the four had 
been Involved on 4 April 1979 in 
ordering the start of road work on 
land expropriated from Beduin at 
Lagiya In the Northern Negev, 
although the state had given an un- 
dertaking to the High Court that no 
Beduin would be evacuated from 
tbe area until the end of the court 
proceedings. 

The Incident arose from the 
government decision to relocate 
Beduin from lands needed for the 
building of air bases in the Negev 
following the Sinai pull-back. Ur- 
ban construction work was to have 
begun at the Beduin town of Lagiya, 
but one of its residents appealed to 
the court claiming land for road 
work there belonged to him. It was 
while this claim was under, court 
discussion that the Incident in- 
volving the four officials took place. 
Fierce clashes took place between 
Beduin and police, and later the 
High Court had harsh criticism for 
the state's contempt of court. 

Zamir, in recommending that the 
four be brought before the dis- 
ciplinary court, wrote that he had 
thought long and carefully on the 
matter. They were known as 
devoted public officials and he had 
no doubt that their actions had been 
motivated only by the desire to do 
the greatest possible public good. 
But, he added, he was not con- 
vinced that they had acted with the 
proper degree of alertness and care 
required by the specific cir- 
cumstancflb. 

The disciplinary court, finding all 
four blameless, accepted their legal 
representatives’ claim that they 
had acted out of devotion to their 
duties and in Ignorance of the 
state’s undertaking to the High 
Court. The court noted the tremen- 
dous power vested in senior civil 
servants, but said they must also 

More road accidents 
in June: 25 killed 

Road accidents were up hy 12 per 
cent in June compared to May, and 
there were 10 per cent more in- 
juries, but casualty figures remain 
lower than in 1979, the Central 
Bureau of Statistics reported this 
week. 

There were 1,120 injury-causing 
accidents during the month, 22 of 
them causing 25 fatalities and 241 of 
them causing 294 serious Injuries. A 
total of 1,537 persons were Injured. 

During the first half of 1980, 180 
persons were killed and 9,017 in- 
jured In 6,471 accidents. Compared 
to the first half of 1979, these figures 
were down 46 per cent, 17 per cent 
and IB per cent, respectively. 

In the administered territories, 
however, deaths were up from 14 to 
15 for the first half of the year, In- 
juries from 137 to 158 and accidents 
from 98 to DO.

Psychiatrists 
to examine

TEL AVIV (Itim). — Psychiatrists 
commissioned by both the defence 
and the state will examine Zvl Gur. 
accused of last month's kidnapping 
and killing of eight-year-old Oron 
Yarden.

The ac- 
ting central district attorney also 
asked that the district psychiatrist 
examine the suspect, and this, too, 
was granted. The purpose of the ex- 
aminations is to determine whether 
Gur could distinguish between good 
and evil when he allegedly carried 
out the kidnap and murder.

Ruling party names Suzuki Freed hostage | Billy Carter, Libyan agent, registers at Justice Dept 
as Japan’s new premier to go to U.S. 


TOKYO. — Japan’s ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party yesterday ap- 
pomted its new president, 69-year- 
oid former agriculture minister 
Zcnko Suzuki, clearing the way for 
hla designation as prime minister in 
parliament today. 

He will succeed the late 
Masayoshi Ohlra, who died of a 
heart attack last month. 

Shortly after hte appointment. 
Foreign Ministry sources here said 
that the new premier is expected to 
improve relations with the Soviet 
Union which have been strained 
following Soviet militarization late 
in 1978 of the Kurile islands claimed 
by Japan. Relations further 
deteriorated after the Soviet in- 
tervention in Afghanistan. 


The ministry sources said 
resumption of a dialogue with 
Moscow was important from the 
viewpoint of Japanese security, but 
they added that the government 
would maintain its stand against 
the- Afghanistan intervention. 

The first step could be taken as 
early as Friday, when Nicolai 
Solovyev, head of the section deal- 
ing with the Japan desk in the 
Soviet foreign ministry, begins a 
six-day visit. 

The sources said the officially- 
sanc'tloned visit, the first by a 
Soviet official - to Japan since last 
December's Soviet move into 
Afghanistan, could pave the way 
for ministerial exchanges, if not the 
opening of a formal dialogue. (AP, 
Reuter) 


Death toll tops 600 as 
U.S. heat wave continues 


ATLANTA (AP). — As the 
skyrocketing death toll topped 600 
in the nation’s three- week-old heat 
wave, police In Atlanta. Georgia, 
blared warnings over loudspeakers 
urging people to leave home for 
cool shelters and an army of Red 
Cross volunteers in Kansas City 
delivered fans to the poor and elder- 
ly languishin g in Missouri's deadly 
heat. 

Missouri's governor placed the 
National Guard on alert and 
declared a state of emergency on 
Monday as the state's heat-related 
deaths mounted to 131. 
"Missourians are suffering and 
dying," said Gov. Joseph Teasdale, 
who Is seeking $5m.-$8m. In 
federal aid to provide fans for the 
poor and old. 

Arkansas- Governor BUI Clinton 
also declared a state of emergency 
as hundreds of kilometres of 
highway buckled and melted and 


farmers assessed cattle and crop 
losses In the millions of dollars. He 
has requested $u.7m. in federal aid 
for the highway system. The heat 
wave has claimed 91 lives in Arkan- 
sas. 

The death toU in 16 states that 
have sweltered In unrelenting heat 
stood at 614 yesterday, according to 
an unofficial count. 

Heat and drought have killed 
millions of chickens in Arkansas 
and Florida, where citrus crops 
also are showing signs of stress. 

In Georgia, where 45 people have 
died in the heat, officials declared a 
state of emergency In Macon, Floyd 
County and Valdosta, where the 
temperature was 42 degrees on 
Monday. 

Other high temperatures on Mon- 
day were 44 degrees in Falls City, 
Nebraska, 42 degrees in Wichita 
Falls, Texas, and 40.5 degrees In 
Dothan, Georgia. 



WIESBADEN, West Germany 
(AP). — Released U.S. hostage 
Richard Queen suffers from multi- 
ple sclerosis and will return to the 
U.S. “In the next few days," a doc- 
tor at the U.S. Air Force military 
hospital in Wiesbaden, West Ger- 
many. said yesterday. 

"He will resume his duties as a 
foreign service officer as soon as 
his health permits," Dr. Jerome 
Korcak told a news conference at 
the base, where Queen, released by 
the Iranian militants last week, was 
being examined. 

“Mr. Queen developed symptoms 
of the disease in December 1979 
while he was held hostage in 
Teheran." Korcak said. “His symp- 
toms during the past eight months 
have included numbness and abnor- 
mal sensations In his upper ex- 
tremities and some difficulty with 
balance associated with nausea and 
vomiting." 

Harold Queen said his son didn't 
know about the ill-fated attempt to 
rescue the hostages. When he heard 
about it, "he was surprised," the 
elder Queen said at the press con- 
ference. 

Queen was freed on Friday by 
Iranian authorities who said they 
did not have the medical facilities 
to treat him. He was flown first to 
Zurich. Switzerland, from Teheran 
and then transferred on Saturday to 
the Wiesbaden Hospital. Fifty-two 
Americans remain prisoners of the 
Iranian militants who seized the 
U.S. embassy In Teheran on 
November 4 last year. 

UK spending £5b. 
on sub-based 
Trident missiles 

LONDON (Reuter). — Britain 
yesterday announced It will 
purchase the Trident submarine- 
based nuclear missile system from 
the U.S. at a cost of £Sb. (IS60b.) to 
replace its ageing Polaris strategic 
deterrent. 

Defence Secretary Francis Fym, 
in a long-awaited announcement, 
told Parliament that Britain would 
build four nuclear-powered missile- 
carrying submarines to come into 
service In the early 1990s. 

Their Trident-l intercontinental 
ballistic missiles would be purchas- 
ed from the U.S., Fym said, 
although Britain would furnish the 
warheads. The government would 
keep open an option to build a fifth 
missile-launching submarine. 

The Trident-1 is equipped with 
multiple nuclear warheads. 

Giscard d’Estaing 
snubs Anderson 

PARIS (UFI). — Independent U.S. 
presidential hopeful John Anderson 
yesterday brought his bid for 
overseas exposure to France, but 
found the presidential palace and at 
least one other influential Gallic 
power-centre tough to crack. 

Before leaving Bonn yesterday 
morning, Anderson tried to mask 
disappointment at not being 
granted an interview with Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard d’Estaing, the 
only top national leader who declin- 
ed to see him in his five-nation 
Europe and Middle East tour. He 
also failed to see Socialist presiden- 
tial hopeful Michel Roccard. 

Anderson acknowledged that "I 
would have liked the opportunity to 
talk with President Giscard” hut 
said he hoped talks with Prime 
Minister -Raymond Barre and 
Foreign Minister Jean Francols- 
Poncet would be as useful as his 
meeting with West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. 


— A slight earth- 
quake yesterday in yre region 
where the French, German and 
Swiss borders meet caused some 
chimneys to fall and broke a few 
windows, but no serious d a mage or 
injuries were reported. 


WASHINGTON (AP). - After 
receiving almost $250,000 from 
Libya, Billy Carter, brother of t/.S. 
President Jimmy Carter, is official- 
ly a foreign agent for the Libyan 
government! 

By signing a consent order agree- 
ing to register as a foreign agent on 
Monday, Carter's outspoken 
younger brother resolved a civil 
suit by the U.S. Justice Department 
and avoided any legal penalties or 
fines. 

While denying any wrongdoing, 
he revealed that he has received 
$220,000 from Libya as partial pay- 
ment on a $500,000 'loan be said be 
requested in return for his services 
during the past two years. 

The registration statement said 
Billy Carter isn’t currently in- 
volved In any activities on behalf of 
Libya, and has none under con- 
sideration. 

In a complaint filed In federal 
court, the government said Billy 


Carter "undertook a propaganda 
campaign" for Libya in this coun- 
try and acted in ft variety of trays 
"to promote Libyan foreign policy 
objectives." 

Billy Carter was unavailable for 
comment on Monday, and White 
House officials said President 
Carter would have no comment 

At the Republican national con- 
ventlqn In Detroit, Senator William 
Roth called the revelations "ab- 
solutely outrageous." He said he 
will seek a full investigation by the 
Senate Governmental Affairs Com- 
mittee to determine if, “as an un- 
disclosed agent for the Libyan 
government. BUly Carter has had 
any improper influence on govern- 
ment policy." 

Billy Carter’s dealings with 

Mu am mar Gaddafi’s regime date 
-to a 1978 visit to Libya. He returned 
last August during the 10th anniver- 
sary of the Libyan revolution and 
since then has organized a group 


called the Libyan- Arab- Georgia 
Friendship Society. 

The Justice Department com- 
plaint noted that Billy Carter 
played, host to Libyan officials 
visiting the U.S. and acted as an in- 
termediary between U.S. business 
interests and Libyan officials. 

The Justice Department said be 
bad now complied with the require- 
ment to register and no further 
legal action is expected. 

At one point, Billy Outer, urging 
more U-S. co-operation with Libya, 
said “There’s a hell of a lot more 
Arabians than there Is Jew.” . 

At ' another time, when his ac- 
tivities were criticized by some 
Jewish leaders, be said he would 
continue to support the Arab cause 
despite "Zionist” pressure against 
him. 

Billy Carter had previously 
declared that fie was not an agent of 
any foreign government and so was 
not required to file with the Justice 
Department as a foreign agent.

Iran militants say hostage 
admits being CIA agent 


S. Korean gov’t officials 
axed in ‘purification’ move 


TEHERAN. — The Iranian 
militants holding the U.S. embassy 
in Teheran have published a pur- 
ported interview with one of their 
American captives, Thomas Ahern, 
48. In which he allegedly admitted 
being a U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency agent and named two high- 
level Iranians among his contacts. 

The account, published in the 
Teheran newspaper "Azadagan,” 
said Ahern, a U.S. 'State Depart- 
ment employee who has been ac- 
cused previously by the militants of 
spying, told an interviewer he had 
four Iranian contacts who provided 
him with details of the Iranian 
revolution Including "Information 
about individuals' ... Information 
about Kurdistan ... and brief 
reports about the leadership and 
morale in the armed forces." 

According to the report, Ahern 
named two of his sources: Amir 
Entezam, a former ambassador to 
the Scandinavian countries who 
was jailed In Iran last October for 
alledgedly cooperating with the 
CIA, and Khoerow Qashqai, who 
was elected to the new Majlis 
(parliament) but has been barred 
from taking his seat because of ac- 


the 


cusations that he served in 
deposed shah’s secret police. 

The press report said Ahern also 
implicated Rear Admiral Ahmad 
Madanl, another elected member of 
the new Majlis, who has been 
blocked from taking his seat. Ahern 
was quoted as saying Qashqai dis- 
cussed the possibility of publishing 
a newspaper With Madanl, and the 
questions attributed to the inter- 
viewer implied that the paper was 
. to have U.S. support 

Qashqai and Madani were elected 
to the Majlis as members of the 
National Front Party, one of the 
few non-religious factions still 
allowed to function in Iran. They 
have been under increasing 
pressure from the Moslem fun- 
damentalist majority in the parlia- 
ment because of their comparative- 
ly moderate position on the 
American hostages. 

Meanwhile, a West German man 
was jailed for two years and his 
young woman companion ordered 
to be expelled from Iran for being in 
possession of a Colt revolver, 19 
rounds of ammunition and 151 
grams of hashish, the newspaper 
"Bamdad" said yesterday. 


SEOUL (AP). — The South Korean 
government yesterday announced 
an additional purge of 4,780 govern- 
ment officials, following last week’s 
dismissal of 232 senior officials. 

Government Administration 
Minister Kiwi Yon g Hyu said this 
latest action concluded the 
government’s current 

"purification" campaign against 
corruption, inefficiency and dis- 
loyalty among government of- 
ficials. 

In the earlier purge, one cabinet 
minister, six deputy ministers, 
three provincial g o vernors and 82 
officials of deputy ministerial rank 
were among those dismissed. 

The total of 4,992 purged is some 
1.8 per cent of the country’s various 
types of civil servants, except 
school teachers.

23 homed in Danish factory explosion 


COPENHAGEN (Reuter). — 
Twenty-three people were sent to 
hospital suffering from severe 
burns following an explosion in the 
petrol storage area of a chemical 
factory here yesterday, police 
sources said. 

The blast, which shook the 
Danish capital early yesterday 
morning, set tire to the Danish Soya 
Lake factory, a chemicals plant in 
the inner harbour area. Firemen 


had the fire under control by 
daylight but the plant was left In 
smouldering ruins, police con- 
firmed. 

Hundreds of shop windows in cen- 
tral Copenhagen were blown out by 
the detonation. Police sent extra 
patrols in to prevent plundering, 
and 11 people were arrested for 
looting. A director of the company 
running tfae^ plant estimated the 
damage at around 100 million 
crowns (IS940m.). 


NEW YORK (AP). — Robert 
Armeo, senior adviser to the depos- 
ed shah of Iran, said yesterday the 
former monarch’s weakened condi- 
tion could make an Infection in bis 
leg a serious matter, but that there 
was no concern at this stage that his 
life was endangered.

Z BELIEVE we have begun to un- 
derstand this lesson, too, and act 
accordingly in the Federal 
Republic of Germany. 

We have reacted, but hot 
overreacted, against extremists 
and terrorists in our country. We 
are defending our democracy, but 
-not at the cost of democratic liber- 
ties. We do not hush up differences 
and conflicts, but we shall never 
cease to settle differences and solve 
conflicts through fair mi! just com- 
promises. 

To me. this Is an essential trait of 
democracy. Dr. Goldmann, you 
have known Germany from your 
schoolboy days In Frankfurt-am- 
Main and from your student days in ' 
Heidelberg. And you have ex- 
perienced' Germany up to a death 
sentence in absentia. 

After the war you successfully 
helped to reopen and reshape 
-Jewish-German relations when you 
negotiated the payment of con- 
siderable compensation — not by a 
vanquished people to a. victor, but 
to a state which did not even exist 
when those crimes were com- 
mitted; compensation not on legal 
grounds, but because of a moral 
obligation which Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer acknowledged in 
his letter to you in 1991. 

We have entered into con- 
siderable commitments for com- 
pensation. We shall honour these 
commitments.

Together we are taking steps, 
which, I hope, will restore some of 
the symbiosis. I am thinking in par- 
ticular of the College of Jewish - 
Studies to Heidelberg, which was 
opened last October to train 
teachers tor Jewish communities 
and Jewish children and where non- 
Jewish students are also given an 
opportunity to study. 

This Is the first Jewish college In 
Germany since the Holocaust It Is 
a successor to the great academies 
of Jewish intellect -and learning, 
Hke the Berlin Academy, where Leo 
Baeck was a lecturer until 1942. I 
think it gives you personal 
pleasure. Dr. Goldmann to know 
that this new college is located to 
Heidelberg — because you were a 
student there and so was your 
father. 

When the college was opened, Dr. 
Levinson, Chief Rabbi of Baden- 
W eurttem berg, said that moving 
from "dfraf onrf" to "dirat keva ” 

- from a provisional to a perma- 
nent home — clearly indicated con- 
fidence in the Federal Republic of 
Germany, where alienation should 
be countered by proximity and con- 
flict by dialogue. 

Rabbi Levinson also said that' 
Jews have always drawn 
sustenance and inspiration from 
the tension between centre and 
periphery, from the dialectical 
relationship between the State of 
Israel and the diaspora, . and he 
recalled tba^X^p Baecjfc. spoke- of 
the two focaT points of an ellipse to 
Illustrate their' relationship. 

Naturally. In our relations with 
Israel the past will always play a 
role. But above all I trust the future 
will play Its role. 


WE HAVE successfully 
endeavoured to learn the lessons of 
the past to Europe. Reconciliation

killed Is simply incomprehensible 
to them, but I know of many young 
'.Germans who broke down to tear* 
when, to Auschwitz, they stood and 
looked at the eye-glasses and ar» 
ttflcl&l Hmbs and at the dolls taken 
away from some of these six million 
Jews. And I know of many young 
Germans who began to understand 
what It means to live to constant 
fear when they read the “Diary of 
Anne Frank.” 


IT IS 88 years to this day that Anne 
Frank — on July 8 1942 — recorded 
to her diary: “So much has happen- 
ed, tt Is just as if the whole world 
had turned upside down.” The S.S. 
had sent a call-up notice, so Ann e

If we are to live up to our moral 
obligation, we must guard and 
foster Jewish- German relations, 
particularly to Germany. 

Dr. Goldmann coined .the term

-those relations. If I were to speak in 
German I would term this 
relationship as "fruehtbar u nd 
fierchtbar” (fruitful and frightful). 
The shift of Just one letter from

fruitful symbiosis and frightful 
terror can be.

WE KNOW from our eaqoerience in 
Europe that everybody .must feel 
safe if security and order are to 
reign. Yet an order will only be safe 
If it is Just. Our good relations with ' 
Israel and our good relations with 
the Arab countries serve above all 
one purpose, namely to help 
achieve a comprehensive. ‘ lasting 
and Just peace in the Middle East 
This is a most difficult challenge. 
But also to the light of our own ex- 
perience, I refuse to think that it 
cannot be met.

Only 15 years ago, the co- 
operation we have today with the 
countries of Eastern Europe seem- 
ed Impossible. The idea of the 
renunciation of force, which, at our 
insistence, was incorporated In the 
European policy towards the Mid- 
dle East constitutes one of the foun- 
dations of what was later referred 
to as O/itpolitfk. 

Egyptians, and Israelis have 
shown that it is possible also to the 
Middle East to create a climate of 
confidence. Five years ago. It 
seemed Imj^osstble that an Egyp- 
tian president would go to Israel 
and signal .a normalization of 
relations between the two coun- 
tries. Still, we lived to see It happen. 

It must be possible for Jews, 
Christiana and Moslems to find the 
road to peace to the Middle East, 
and you may trust the EEC coun- 
tries to try to be helpful. 

If we really want It and work tor 
It, peace to the Middle East win not 
remain a dream. 


I KNOW, Dr. Goldmann, that this is 
now very much on your mind. It is 
after you saw, in your lifetime, the 
greatest defeat of Jewry — the 
Holocaust — and the greatest vic- 
tory of Jewry — the establishment 
of the State of Israel. It is after you 
successfully settled Jewish 
material claims against the Ger- 
mans, something which David Ben- 
Gurion said would be a miracle. 

We Germans are grateful to you, 
Nahum Goldmann, for what you 
have done for your Jewish 
brethren, and to doing It, for what' 
you have done for us Germans as 
well.

Farmers attack edible oil cartel

TEL AVTV, — Israel is wasting 1 one 
. billion pounds each year by allow- 
.in* the country's six edible oil fac- 
tories to use a cartel to stave off 1 
modernizing their plants. This was 
charged yesterday by Mishka 
Arnzi, of Beit Alpha, who is the 
chief buyer for the country's kib- 
butzim and other settlements, of 
soya bean fodder. The soya residue 
is sold to the farmers after the oil 
has been extracted. 

This “sub-stock,*’ or knsba, as it 
is called in Hebrew, is used as a 
high-protein feed for cattle and 
chickens. Its high price forces up 
the production costs of both milk 
and eggs. 

Arazi said that the cartel, which 
was approved by the Cartel Council 
17 years ago, has been fought by the 
farmers ever since — to little avail. 


“The government thought It had 
some very good reasons for ap- 
proving this cartel." he admitted. 
One reason was to free the country 
from its dependence bn foreign 
suppliers. Another was to lower the 
price of the oil. which was one of the 
staple food Items under price con- 
trol, .by allowing the price of the 
fodder to go up, although the soya 


henna provide only li per cent oil 
and 86 per cent fodder. 

A final reason for permitting the 
cartel was the fact that oil factories 
are highly susceptible to the danger 
of fire. Thus it was thought ad- 
visable to have six factories func- 
tioning at the same time, although 
the country could get along with a 
much smaller number, in case one 
should go up in flames. The high 
price charged for the fodder was In 
fact used to subsidize the .large 
number of edible oil plants. Arazi 
explained. 

Over the years, he charged, the 
cartel had softened its stand only 
slightly, but the farmers' concerted 
attack on the cartel was foiled last 
year, since the cartel council has 
not met recently to discuss the 
matter. “The reason why the coun- 
cil has not met." Arazi said. "Is 
simple: it has no chairman. Accor- 
ding to law, the chairman must be a 
district court judge, and the last 
chairman went on pension six 
months ago. The ministers of 
agriculture and of industry, trade 
and tourism cannot agree on which 
district court judge should be ap- 
pointed as chairman. So the Cartel 
Council cannot meet." 

Arazi said the only way the 
farmers had to force the ministers 


to appoint a chairman, was to get 
An order itiw from the High Court of 
Justice. But this Is not only a very 
expensive legal process but also a 
lengthy one. taking up to six 
months. 

The only alternative, he said, was 
to appeal to the attorney general's 
office to take steps, whih which had 
been done a week ago, but no reply 
had been received so far. * ‘We can 
also try to arouse public opinion 
against the ridiculous situation, 
where a cartel allowed the country 
■ to waste one billion pounds a year, 
or about 20 per cent of the TLA.Sb.

Intel Is a leading firm In the 
production of large-scale in- 
tegrated circuits (LSTs) such as 
memory chips and 

microprocessors, which go Into a 
wide range of electronic in- 
struments. 


Intel has for many years had a 
design facility in Haifa, which 
supplied designs to the parent com- 
pany in the U.S. 

The new plant's location In 
Jerusalem, and Its character as a 
high-technology industry, will enti- 
tle it to government financing of 70 
per cent of the investment. Half of 
this will be in the form of invest- 
ment grants, and half in develop- 
ment loans. 

The plant will employ 800 people, 
with a high proportion of engineers 
and technicians. The relatively low 
cost of this highly qualified labour 
in Israel, compared with other 
countries, seems to have been a 
determining factor in Intel’s deci- 
sion to locate in Israel.

Hapoalim’s new foreign currency plan

TEL AVIV. — Bank Hapoalim 
yesterday launched a new type of 
savings programme in foreign 
currency which has two main ad- 
vantages over the bank's present 
two schemes. The new method is 
called "Mikbas nay ad" which can 
be roughly translated as "flexible 
collection." 

Under the old schemes, one of 
which concentrated on the 
American dollar and the other on 
European currencies. Investors 
could withdraw their savings only 
at specific periods, generally after 
between three to 12 months. 


“Mikbaz nayad " allows the In- 
vestor to withdraw his savings in- 
stantly — as if they were in a check- 
ing account; moreover, the types of 
currencies within the fund will vary 
according to those bringing In the 
best yields. 

Bank Hapoalim believes that this 
new method will prove somewhat 
superior to the present two, 
although the latter have turned in 
good results. 

The bank a week ago launched a 
similar type of fund based on the 
stock market, in which the “mix- 
ture" of stocks and bonds varies ac- 
cording to prevailing conditions.

TEL AVIV (Itlm). — A bank

TEL AVIV. — Wine grapes are 
ripening slower than usual this 
year, which means that the 
wineries won’t start processing till 
August 3 or 10. 

Alfred Stiller, technical director 
of the Carmel Wine Growers Coop, 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that he does not believe there will 
be ah increase In the quantities of 
wine grapes this year over the 48,- 
000 tons harvested last year. ' 

Grape fanners expected an in- 
crease of at least 15 per cent 
because of the heavy winter rains, 
but this didn't materialize because 
of the extreme changes in the 
weather. This weather played 
havoc with fruit growers in general, 
but It may be a blessing to the 
wineries. 

Growers know from experience 
that a year when there are not too 
many grapes on the vine, means a 
good vintage year. 

About 30 per cent of this year's 
wine production Is slated for ex- 
port. According to Stiller, Israel Is a 
large wine exporter, considering its 


size. He said that France, for exam- 
ple, exports only 15 per cent of its 
production. 

The growers demand a large In- 
crease in the price of their grapes. 
Since this commodity Is under con- 
trol, a committee headed by of- 
ficials of the Agriculture Ministry 
will have to decide on the price, ac- 
cording to the rise In the growers' 
production costs. 

The wineries also demand a hike 
in the price of wines and other 
alcoholic beverages. Since these 
are also controlled, the government 
will soon have to decide on how 
much to raise prices. 

The price hike, which is expected 
In August, will not be connected 
with the cost of this year’s grapes, 
because it will be several months 
before this year's wines will be on 
the market.

TEL AVIV. — British Airways will 
reduce its regular flights to Israel 
by 40 per cent beginning this Oc- 
tober or November, due to the un- 
controUed activities of certain 
charter flight operators In the area. 
BA manager In Israel, Derek 
Brady, said yesterday. 

A BA delegation is due here next 
week to discuss the reduction of El 
Al’s regular flights to England as a 
result- of the British airline’s 
decrease bf activity, Brady said. - 

He noted that BA has repeatedly 
warned El Al and the Transport 
Ministry that If the charter com- 
panies were allowed to operate 
without any government control 
and 'without keeping the 
government’s charter regulations, 
BA and other airlines would reduce 
their services to Israel. In conse- 
quence, Israel would have to reduce 
Its services to those countries, and 
finally It would be left with no 
regular air services and have only 
charter flights, which are un- 
reliable and move rapidly from . 


country to country, according to the 
tourist traffic, he added. 

Three weeks ago, BA manager of 
South and West Europe and Israel, 
Ron Green,, came here to warn of 
the danger that BA might have to 
reduce flights. He discussed with El 
Al and .the government possible 
ways of curbing the charter com- 
panies. Apparently, Green's taiim 
were to no avail. 

Lufthansa and Swissair have also 
' warned of reducing their scheduled 
flights to Israel, aviation sources 
reported. 

Gold slumps to $819 

LONDON (Reuter). — The price of 
gold slumped further yesterday, 
dragged down by an attack of ner- 
vousness on markets which has sur- 
prised dealers. 

Gold traded at 8819 an ounce, 
compared with '3638 in' New York 
Monday and $648 in Europe.

Behind the prices 


NOW THAT the Central Bureau of Statistics has unveiled its 
monthly secret — the consumer price index — Finance Minister 
Hurvitz will see this as another occasion to pat himself on the 
back for the success of his policies. For the index rose a little 
less than the Treasury predicted. 

However, the 4.6 per cent rise in June is no cause for jubilation 
and no harbinger of a contraction In the price spiral. In the past 
seven years, the price rise in June was always a fraction of the 
'Increases in May and July. 

. The seasonal factors that have nearly always made June a 
month of moderate price increases still operate. But their in- 
fluence tends to decline as government-determined price hikes 
play a bigger role In pushing inflation up on the cost side. 

The doubling of bread prices two days ago, and the announce- 
ment by Energy Minister Mbda'i that the date of the next hike in 
fuel prices will be determined by the June index, already augur 
a new wave of inflation in the months ahead. 

That this will jeopardize the wage agreements just concluded 
Is obvious; if there was any doubt on the matter, Hlstadrut 
Secretary-General Meshel has dispelled it by reminding the 
government that the Histadrut can only hold wages within the 
limits of the agreement if inflation does not outrun the 120 per 
cent on which the wage agreement was based. 

Even if Mr. Hurvitz is able to hold inflation within these 
limits, the wage agreements will remain on shaky foundations. 
This is because the average of these high price increases 
obscures the fact that the lower income groups — the bulk of the 
wage earners — are much more severely hurt than the middle 
and upper income strata. 

Thus, while all prices together have in the preceding twelve 
months gone up by 136 per cent, food prices have risen by 182 per 
cent. Monday's rise in the price of bread is a good illustration of 
the trend: its average Impact on the price index is 0.8 per cent, 
but for the lowest income group it is 1.8 per cent. 

Mr. Hurvitz is caught on the horns of a dilemma. Given the 
government's economic philosophy, and particularly Its com- 
mitment to a floating exchange rate, the finance minister is 
deprived of an important policy tool:- the ability to hold prices 
down temporarily so as to wind down inflationary expectations 
and to attack its basic causes. 

In these conditions, attempts to delay necessary price In- 
creases only make things worse. 

The case of bread is, again, illustrative. Premier Begin, who 
has a particular fondness for symbols, for long vetoed any in- 
crease in- the price of this hallmark of the living standard. As a 
result, untold tons of bread were first wasted by maintaining an 
irrationally high subsidy, and when the price increase came, its 
impact was more injurious than it would have been if the sub- 
sidy had been reduced gradually. 

The examples could be multiplied. What they show is that the 
present economic policy has reached an impasse, and that only 
a return to the much-disliked, but highly effective, previous 
system of multiple exchange rates can permit a return to price 
stability and, at a later stage, to economic growth.

THE ROLE OF NEBUCHADNEZZAR

Sir, — I usually read Telereview 
with interest in order to keep up 
with what is being broadcast. Philip 
Gillon writes from a personal view 
with which I do not always agree. 

However, 
when he passes himself off as an 
history expert, I cannot remain 
silent.

But then he tells us .that the 
Babylonians In history, "treated 
the Jews in the 6th century B.C.E.

It Mr. GUlon did his homework, 
he would have read in history 
books, such as Graetz, "Popular 
History of the Jews" or Bright, "A 
.History of Israel," to name but two 
sources, that the Babylonian exiles 
survived as a result of the mild 
•treatment received at the hands of 
Nebuchadnezzar. The refugees 
were settled in a new quarter of 
Babylon with their slaves and those 
possessions they managed to bring 
with them. One such possession was 
the vast body of Jewish literature

I must admit that I did not look up 
Graetz or Bright, but had as 
authorities the film itself, the 
Universal Jewish Encyclopedia 
and the Encyclopedia Judaica, 
which says: "hi the summer of 586, 
Nebuchadnezzar captured the city, 
laid the Temple waste, carried off a 
large part of the population of 
Judah into captivity, and put 
Zedeki&h and other Judean nobles 
to death." I am surprised, 
therefore, that Mrs. Liebgott should 
defend him. I certainly did not in- 
tend to diminish the horrors of .the 
"final solution.”

THE GOVERNMENT’S privacy 
bill has now been passed to the 
Knesset’s legislative committee, 
where, hopefully, some of its more 
obvious shortcomings will be 
attended to. 

In the course of the last few 
weeks, much has been made of the 
bill’s potential influence on the per- 
formance of the press, and of the 
"chilling effect" it is bound to have 
oin the news media's ability to ex- 
pose abuses on the part of those in 
power. However, while It has no 
doubt been correct to point out the 
political dangers inherent in an ex- 
aggerated restraint on the media’s 
freedom of action, the press, it 
seems, has been playing into the 
hands of those set upon the ap- 
proval of the bill more or less in its 
present version. 

It is no secret that antagonism 
toward the news media has been on 
the increase of late, on the part of 
the ruling coalition as well as 
amongst sizeable sections of . the 
public at large. While It is easy to 
understand why the government 
and its supporters are finding more 
and more reasons for disliking the 
-press, the public's antagonism is 
much harder to explain. But, by 
and large, its roots seem to lie in a 
growing disenchantment with what 
the news media are telling us about 
the situation in which we' find 
ourselves. 

Be this as it may, one result has 
been the turning of the news media, 
and of the journalists who work for 
them, into permanent scapegoats 
for the evils of our society. By the 
same token, the Invasion of privacy 
has been presented by the minister 
of justice and other supporters of 
the bill, in terms of the threat posed 
by the press to the privacy of the in- 
dividual. The editors’ committee's 
intensive, albeit belated, efforts to 
have the bill changed, have only 
served to underline this distortion 
of the true meaning of the right to 
privacy. .

However, It is not only for Its dis- 
cussion of privacy and the press 
that the article by Warren and 
Brandels has been .accorded such 
importance In the development of 
the doctrine on privacy.

To rely on the courts to 
come up with a workable definition, 
seems to be a somewhat doubtful 
procedure in this case. To judge by 
experience in other countries, there 
is little prospect of agreement 
among judges on these matters.

DEAN WILLIAM PROSSER, an emi- 
nent authority on privacy, has 
divided cases Involving the right to 
privacy into lour categories, on the 
basis of whether they involve: (1) 
appropriation of another person’s 
name or likeness for personal ad- 
vantage; (2) intrusion' upon a per- 
son's seclusion or solitude or into 
his private affairs; (8) public dis- 
closure of embarrassing private 
facts about a person; or (4) publici- 
ty that places a person in a false 
light In the public eye. .Dean 
Prosser’s classification, while not 
purporting to be a definition of 
privacy, can be taken as a workable 
sketch of the problem’s contours, 
and points to the fact that the bill In 
question far from exhausts the 
issue. 

An attempt to describe the actual 
forms of privacy has been made by 
another expert on the subject, Alan 
F. Wes tin, who is more concerned 
with the political and societal im- 
plications of 1 privacy. According to 
him. privacy, in the sense of being

different psychological and 
physical relations between an in- 
dividual and those who surround - 
him . Westin defines these as the 1 
states of solitude, intimacy 
anonymity and reserve.
